Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-4. 6-13 are allowed. 

2; The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach or suggest an optical arrangement wherein an optical component 
is configured to pass a first light component and reflect a second light component such 
that one is directed to an image display and the other is directed to a sensor arranged 
behind a diaphragm element. The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest a 
projection having time sequential color stripes and an optical arrangement wherein an 
optical component is configured to pass a first light component and reflect a second 
light component such that one is directed to an image display and the other is directed 
to a sensor and the optical component is a dichroic mirror in one of the color light paths.
